ARMSTRONG-BDied in Luverne Sunday May 15,1898 at the residence of his 
son.Maximilttean Armstrong,age 80 years.He had an $lIness of only @ 
few days.He has been a resident of this section ever since he was 12 
years old.,his father having settled at Yellow Shanks about that 
time ,where young Armstrong {and his twin brother} 3.M.Armstrong,now 
living in Beat 12, He was familiarly known to the people of this 
county as "Dock"He was @ member of the Primitive Baptist Church.The 
deceased was the father of Mr.John A.Armstrong.the efficient Circuit 
Clerk.He leaves his second wife,several grown children and a host of 
friends. His remains were taken to Beat 12,at the family burial 
grounds.

ed Sunday evening in the Bodiford graveyard.The deceased leaves five 
daughters ,Mesdames Richburg, Summerlin,Lansdon, Courtney and Berry ,& 
two sons,W.H.and J.T .Buckellew.

had a fat purse proceeded to hire his man Jack to kill the traveler 
and procure his money.Now Mr.Gainor was locked upon by his neighbors 
es being a murilite,a partner of Gaile Wages and others operating in 
South Alabama.Mr.Gainor lived until after the War between the states 
and died almost @ pauper .fThe Negro Jack lived several years after his 
old master died.Now when Jack came to die he made a confession to this 
effect that Mr .Gainor hired him to kil} the traveler giving him a 
portion of his tand to do the killing and get for him the mans money. 
thether it ts true or not we cannot say but this we know Jack was the 
owner of tand after the death of Gainor.Now last winter I was clearing 
@ piece of ground two mites West of Bullock a part of former Gainor 
tract we found a grave with human bones in it.The grave seemed to be 
at teast 50 years old as it was aver grown with timber and the bones

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Dear Editor: 


I wilt} be 88 years old the 17th day of next August. I was born 
in Dalias County in 1827 and came to this county in 1837 and set- 
tied ten mites east of Greenville and lived there until 1856 and 
moved to Black Rock.I gave the land to the Primitive Baptist Chur 
ch at that ptace and also gave its name from an otd black rock 
near by.I bought 313 acres of land there in 1855 at 10 cents.per 
acre.1] tived here til? the Civil War. I sold this land during the 
wor and at the ciose settied near tittle Patsaliga Creek on the 
Greenvitle and Troy roed near Honoravilte which I understand is 
now the oldest established Post Office in the county and lived 
there til? 1882 when I moved to Texas and tived there 36 years. 
I then came back to Crenshaw county.I traveled over more than one 
hundred counties white itn Texas & my opinion is that,otd Crenshaw 
js just about as good a place as anywhere,if not the best. 

When I first moved to this County there were only a few settl- 
ers and very little open land.The principal crops were corn,peas 
and wheat .tle thrashed the by hand and made our own bread. There 
wasn't much cotten raised at that time. Just a little for home 
consumption,as we has to pick the seed from the tint and spin & 
weave the cioth for our clothes. 

Our nearest market was Montgomery .We only went to market about 
once a year and bought a years supply. We raised nearly every- 
thing we had at home sco it wasn't necessary to go to market so 
often as we do now.I visited Montgomery what is now Commerce St. 
wes a forest covered with timber and cane.There were a good many 
Indians here then. They were friendly and taught me how to hunt 
deer and other game. The Indians would often bring to our house, 
hams of venson.We would give them meal and other things in exch- 
ange.We did not have any public roads,mostly trails and we went 
on horse back. There were no public schoots at that time. There 
were some bears and a good many panthers and wolves. I remember 
once the wolves killed sixty-five sheep in one night for one of 
cur neighbors. There were no towns in this county at this time. 
Greenville was the nearest village and there were only a few log 
huts there.The first settlers there, were the Bolling,Dunklins & 
Demings.I was also well acquainted with Thomas Watts when he was 
@ young man.He was governor of Al.during the Civil War.the first 
Presidential election that I was interested in was the race be- 
tween James K.Polk and Henry Clay. I was for Clay but Potk wes 
elected. There was no credit business at that time.We paid cash 
for everything we bought.We did not know anything about notes & 
mortgages .We made our shoes as follows: We would burn out a hole 
in so pine tog and tan out leather and make our shoes by hand.

Editor Crenshaw County News: 


I was 93 years old the 5th day of Dec.1914. and my father moved 
to Alabama when I was very small & settled in Montgomery county. 
He stayed there five years when he moved from there and settied 
on Big Patsaliga a mile or so above the Harreii Bridge on the 
west side and lived there many years. He then settited on Pond 
Creek where he lived the balance of his life.My father and mother 
had sixteen children,eleven girls and five boys,and raised al} to 
be grown but three. Two boys and one gir} died when smal}. When I 
was 20 years old I married Mr. Peter Mitchell and nine children 
blessed our union, five girls and four boys. Several of whom have 
passed away .My husband has been dead 35 years next July .My father 
and mother were Primitive Baptist and most of my people were of 
that faith and order .Which caused me to be a little tate in unit- 
ing with the Methodist church, but 54 years ago I joined the Met- 
hodist,was baptized by Brother Hunter and have been @ member ever 
since. One of the most noticeable incidents of my life were the 
falling of the stars which took place when I was @ girlt.White we 
lived on Patsaliga it was a common thing to run bears and wolves 
off the hogs and calves. This county at that time abouned with 
game of most any kind, My father use to kill many witd turkeys 
thet mother roasted in a clay oven. In those days one neighbor 
could not carry a piece of fresh meat from one house to another 
without being chased by wolves.At that time Doctors were scarce 
and no Dentist-If a tooth had to be extracted it was knocked cut 
with a nail and hammer .There are a great many things that I could 
tell but don't want to make my letter too long.in ali the shift- 
ing scenes and moving from place to ptae we had Otd Salsoda for 
our Post Office from the time we teft Montgomery county until 
Saville was established many years ago.We never got mail oftener 
than once a week,and then had to go several} miles after it. But 
everything has changed so much. Now I get my mat} delivered at my 
door once a day on Patsburg Route NG.1 -.For fear I am making this 
letter too tong I will close. With best wishes and an old woman's 
prayers for you.

Dear Editor: 


The 22nd day’ of next June I will be 75 years oid. I do not use 
eye glasses even to sew,but of course I do not use a machine,but 
I sew the old way with my fingers.Since I am old and unable to do 
as much work standing on my feet as I once did. I spend much of 
the time on making quilts.I do my own cooking & most of my house 
work. 

I was born five mites east of Columbus ,Ga.and married there at 
the age of 23 years. I was at home with my parents through the 
awful days from 1851 to 1865 and awful it was too, for a family 
where father and mother were unable to work for support and the 
boys were in the Army.For about 2 years of this time I heitped to 
make a support for the family by sewing for the soidiers.I walked 
from my home to Columbus and there I would get shirts from the 
tailors shop, read cut and take them home with me to do the sew- 
ing.10 suits was the limit and I would take them al} home with 
me at one trip. And ten days was the limit as to the time I was 
sliowed to keep the suits at my home whether finished or unf in- 
ished, $45.00 was what they paid me for the 10 suits and it just 
$45.00 to pay for one "block of thread”"But few mothers of today 
know what I mean by a "block of thread”. 

And when the Yankees came to Columbus & destroyed much of the 
town,the salt house was also burned,and then the many poor women 
hes a hard time just to get table salt. But to keep this letter 
from being too long I will omit some of my experiences.I am _ the 
mother of five girls and one boy, att are yet tiving except the 
youngest girl,who died when she was about grown.If they could ai} 
talk, 23 children would call me grandmother, and there was two

My father & fam- 
ily moved to Butter county during the year 1849 near a place call 
ed Smuteye.!I was born Jan.29,1845,I being onty four years old.my 
father was killed at Smuteye precinct on a general election day 
in the year 1850.Well my mother moved near Rutledge,then in But }- 
er county and I was reared there and lived there until the Civil 
War and I volunteered at Millville,near E.B.Sikes mill now,then a 
grocery and dry goods establishment were kept and a grist mil} 
was there and I did my mitling there,they made some flour there 
® it was bolted by a bolting chest,I got mighty good exercise by 
turning the crank of that machine and Mr .Editor if you had some 
of that flour you would cal] it good,for it was the pure stuff. 

Listen I never wore shoes until I was about 9 year sold and atl 
the cloths I wore was made by process of spinning and carding and 
weaving, a1}? home made and very good. I wish I had a suit of that 
old time jeans which was dyed with walnut and shoemake. 

Well IT never went to school but little about 2 years att total 
and it came in broken dosses,so what I do know,I have got it cut 
side of school except just a tittle.When I joined the service I 
was 17 1/2 years old, could spell but little and hardly could 
write my name so tt could be read distinctly,when I came out of 
the war 1 could write very well and could read well. Well I want 
to tell you about some of the things was here in my boyhood days, 
there was a school path led out from our place right across where 
the old court house was at Rutledge. I have seen droves of deer 
and turkey,near there the oid Log School house was near the Rut- 
tedge Cemetery ,John Brown was my teacher and he gave me many @& 
licking and I don't think he gave me a lick a@ miss untess he 

struck at me and missed .Well now something about the history of 
our county.It was formed 1865 and name for Hon .Anderson Crenshaw 
and was debared the enjoyment of railroad privileges.fhe area of 
the county 660 square miles.Well I married Feb.4,1875 reared 1} 
children, 8 boys and 3 girls atl married and living.

I have heard my mother speak of wiitd animats, but I never re- 
collect anything about any. I also can remember that Montgomery 
was our trading place my father would go and get several months 
supplies at a time. A Calico dress those days was prized as much 
then as a sitk one tn now. We did at} cur sewing with our hands,!I 
can remember when machines first came about here,I have made many 
suit of men's cloths with my fingers helped to support my child- 
ren with my needie,I think I know what hard times are. 

The Lord has blessed me & in my old days, I have all I need and 
I am able to keep my house and cock and miik.Can sew a little yet

I am the widow of Ferman Holland.I was born down on Horse Creek 
in this county,but it was a part of Butler county then.I was born 
in the year 1829. I moved from Beat 12 when I was 14 years oid,up 
near Sweetwater church,where I have lived ever since until now.! 
was married in the year 1847.1 am the mother of 10 chiltdren,five 
of whom are living. I have forty-nine grand children and twenty- 
eight great grand children.I have been @ member of the Primitive 
Baptist church at Sweetwater for twenty-six years. I will be 86 
years old next August. 

I can remember very well when the Indians were here.This county 
in that day was full of wild animals, I can remember hesering the 
wolves howling around near the house. The people had to watch 
their calves and pigs very closely to keep the panthers and other 
wild animals from devouring them.This county was full of fish and 
dame. When I was a girl Montgomery was cur nearest market. There 
were no Rail Roads in this county then.The County was thinly set- 
tied.People used ox teams for hauling. They had no buggies,sewing 
machines and cooking stoves ltike we have now. 

We made all of our cloths and shoes by hand.My husband died in 
the Southern Army during the last year of the Civil Wear.

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Editor the News: 


My grandfather Brunson, and I am not sure but my grandfather 
Jinkens were with the Surveyors when the State was surveyed out, 
and I think arrnett Frankiin & Daniel Salter were with the sur- 
veyors & they selected the Patsaliga Valley for their future home 
end when they got through with the survey, then moved from their 
oid home in Sumpter District,S.C.and my grandfather Brunson sett} 
ed near the edge of the swamp as you come out from the Skaines 
Bridge toward Mt.Iida.BDaniel Salter settled near where Mack Frank- 
Tin now tives and Barnett Franklin settled up in that neighbor- 
hood. The Indians were here then,and they were hundreds of bears, 
wolves and panthers here at that time.It was very amusing to hear 
my father tel} of bear fights he had been in and on one occasion 
when a bear scared him so bad,he climbed a slick hickory sapling 
forty feet high. 

My grandfather was first stuck on tands in Clark county on the 
Tom Bigbee river near Salt Springs, and after a while,he sold out 
to the Benbows & moved to Clark county .After my feather was grown 
he came back to the Valley & married Elizabeth Jinkins and moved 
to Montgomery county four mites north of Pine Level. In 1852 he 
came back to the Valley and settied on the ridge that forms the 
Patsaltiga Bluff that was, when I was five years old Precinicts 8 
and 9. This county was then an uninhabited territory.At that time 
Henry Athey and Walter Compton lived in between Mt.Ida and the 
Patsaliga,and a little tower down lived Daniel Plancy & his sons 
Job & Bante? then down at the Bluff,ltived my uncles Ben and David 
Brunson,and out from the river were Umphrey Capps and Mr.Holiday, 
& down in the bend where H.W.Carnes now lives.Uncte V.A.T. Under- 
wood lived.Those families made up the neighborhood on the river, 
now in Beat 9 there were one or two panthers seen about the swamp 
after we came back.There were a lot of deer and turkeys and fish 
in abundance. We could have lived fat, had we have had = guns and 
ammunition.We had fiint and steel guns,but as the old Sister told 
us last week: We only went to town once in 3 year and gun flints, 
shoe pegs and copperas were always first on the bill. The women 
used copperas in their dye stuff in dying thread to make cloth.My 
mother and sisters wove a lot of coverjetts,counterpanes and four 
tredelt Jeans,etc. 

In 1858 Uncte Underwood, sold out to Robert and Thame Hill,and 
he and father moved way down on Brushey Creek west from where 
Brantley now is. Our neighbors there were few and far between. At 
that time James Holland lived where his son W.G.Holland now lives 
and W.G.'s grandfather ,and uncle John tived at the Holland Bridge 
on the west side of the river, and on the east side on the hill 
lived Jacob Taytor,where his grand son E.W.Taylor,now lives.Lower 
down where H.3.Merril?i now lives, lived the clder Merrilis and 
down at Dozier were Uncte Daniel Dozier & Uncle Solomon Long and 
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the younger Dozier's and Long's. Then turning north upon double 
Branch were Steve Branch and Briget Price,where the Jor. Bryon 
place now is Price owned a targe herd of cattte. Over east from 
Price lived Uncle Bird Sasser and his sons where J.J.Sasser now 
lives. Further up the Conecuh tived John D.Chapman,Esq.,and Green 
and Hampton Montgomery and William Boswell, father of T.J3.Boswel} 
of Beat 12.In 1865 William Turner and William DeLoach bought out 
the Montgomery's & the Turner'‘s are on the old farm at this time 
Next in rotation,Crossing over on Dry Creek we found John R .Brun- 
son and Bennett Boyett. Boyett owned a large herd of cattlie,Jack 
Zones east side of the river had a lot of cows.On the west side 
Conecuh east of Dry Creek were Thomas Wyatt and one Mr.Warren, 
then coming back we found Green Williamson and Abbie Peterson. 
This brings us back home.It was an easy thing to raise sheep ,hogs 
goats,and cows here then. My father has a tot of sheep and goats 
and in 1860 James J3.Thurston,N.C.Kirkland,James Brabham and Hugh 
Cameron,came into Chapel neighborhood. Cameron brought a tot of 
sheep with him,so you see if, we did not have cattle upon a 1000 
hilts.we had a 10600 cattle upon hills; 

I am now living within a few hundred yards of my father's old 
settlement where he settled in 1858.so you see I have been here @ 
bit of time. Would like to name old citizens from Mt.Ida to New 
Providence,but am too lengthy already.

We done our milling at the Skaines old 
mill.They made some factory to card the peoples wool.I never went 
to school much but I got a little smart & then I studied at home 
There was plenty of fish and I could see large droves of deer. 
People complain of hard times now, but they don't know what hard 
times is.I remember the first calico dress I got.I had to pay 40 
cents a yard and it was sorry calico at that. 

I was married to R.M.Benbow, my maiden name was Thomas and I! 
married after the war. To our union seven children were born,four 
of which are now living.My husband died March 11,1908.My children 
are all married and I am now living with them. The Lord has been 
with me.Bless his Holy Name.

Dear Sir: 


Inasmuch as the Old Vets of 60ties are writing up their exper- 
inences as well as some of the old mothers,your scribe decided 
thet he would furnish you with a sketch. 

I was born in Oitd Telfair County, Georgia near Okmulgee river 
the 10th day of April 1840,making me over 75 years old.before 1 
was old enough to remember, father sold out in Georgia and moved 
with a horse and wagon team toe Barbour County,Ala.There he bought 
a 600 acre farm the bigger part of which was virgin piney woods. 
There I was reared up,with 7 other brothers and one sister. About 
1/2 of the tract of tand had been tately visited by a cyclone 
which laid waste the timber .My parents reared us up clearing up & 
cultivating the old hurricane land. We boys would ask father why 
he did not let us clear and cultivate the level piney woods land? 
"Othe would reply,I don't want to destroy the fine timber,I won't 
to save it to make lumber out of”.He saved it but after his death 
and mother sold ocut,the other man gct the pine trees,put in a saw 
mitt and made @ big pile of money. 

While.growing up,we boys had a stim opportunities to get an ed- 
ucation,Severa}l miles apart about tn the country were tittle old 
log cabins schoolhouses,where the blue back speller ,Smiley's ari- 
thmetic & Smiths geography was taught about 2 months of each year 
Father was a diversified farmer. We raised corn,wheat,oats, rice, 
peas, peanuts, sugar,cane and potatoes .He retsed hogs and cattie. 
sold beef ,pork & bacon.Tanned his own jJeather and made our shoes 
Mother and sister carded spun and wove our clothes. Father would 
piant as much as 7 acres of sweet potatoes When mother wanted to 
cook corn bread she done so and if she desired to cook flour, why 
it was always on hand. Flour in those days was made from wheat 
meal by hand bolting.The cane mills in those days were made of 
wood entirely.Iron ketties were used for boiling,for making syrup 
and sugaer.Green cane was planted mostly. There was but two cane 
milis to my knowing 73 years ago.Four miles from us oid man Red- 
dick Streater had one and father the other.These mills would have 
to run 5 or 6 weeks in the fall.Young peopie,giris and boys would 
go to these syrup makings,and have a good time pulling candy.Tho- 
se were days three score and ten years ago. Your scribe wanted an 
education, schools had improved much,I started in the winter of 
1861 to a good teacher and had begun to learn the rudiments of 
edcucation,but the war started,a few months and volunteering was 
the order of the day.I took a spell of fever and was not able to 
go unti? the nest winter.Lieutenant Edward Head of the 15th Als. 
Regt. came back from Va.recruiting, I enlisted and went back with 
him. Our regiment was tn camps on the Rapiden river. I wes a big 
strong able bodied boy weighting about 175 pounds. Our orderly 
sergent one day, made a detail from our co, to bear bbts.of flour 
from the cars to the commissary wagon. There had been a severe 
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spell of weather snow,steet and rain,and the rain froze and form- 
ed a sheet of ice all over the ground.It required particular waik 
ing.I carried 2 of the bbis. of flour,but the third one I slipped 
on the ice,and I set my teft foot out heel foremost.then I felt 
something tear loose about my left kidney.I sustained a bad spin- 
at injury which has hurt me every day since. 

I was hurried off to Lynchburg to what they called the Christian 
Hospitat—--an old tobacco warehouse.There I suffered for weeks .Our 
Giet there was old state bakers bread boited and soaked ,the 
nurses called it soup.Nurses and doctors in that hospitals were 
stupendous humbugs.There were many cases of meastes and pneumonia 
there .Every patient who took a relapse of either disease died.!I 
have known as many as two soldiers to die while we were drinking 
our "waspnest soup’.I tock the pneumonia ,what did I do ?1 
appeated to President Davis as a kinsman to get the Surgeon 
General at Richmond to grant me a discharge,otherwise I would go 
to the cemetery.The President listened to my appeal and I was 
back home to Barbour County,Alabama.The day I landed home I took 
@ relapse.!I remembered but little for several days but mother and 
sister and old doctor Tempie restored me nearly to my wonted 
health.In a few months I was solicited to teach school.I felt my 
incompetency but I tried.While teaching in Alabama I had to make 
trips to Camp Watts at Notasulga every few months to see if I had 
got able physically to return to the war .While teaching in 
Georgia.I had to report at Camp Cooper ,Macon,Georgia.My spinal 
trouble kept me from being able to serve any more as a soidier. 

In my boyhood days what little schooling I got associated with 
a nice bright girl Miss Malinda Jones ,daughter of Josiah Jones ,a 
big farmer who owned a big plantation and several Negroes .Malinda 
and I agreed to marry when we got grown. I visited her before I 
went into service,she was full grown,Mr.Jones moved down here be- 
fore the was several years.On the 10th day of Oct.10,1865 we were 
married. For four years then we lived on fathers plantation in 
Barbour County,Ala. Father Jones desired his children to be near 
so he told me to select a smal? farm near him & he would pay for 
it a give me a deed to it.I did so But insisted that my name sho- 
uld not be on the deed.Just Malinda Davis and her heirs.When Ma- 
linda departed this life in April 1906, that left me poor as a 
church rat.left 7 children, two girls and 5 boys. Oldest daughter 
never married,3rd son still single.I have 26 grandchildren and 12 
great grandchildren born to me..I am stilt? on the otd ptace where 
my wife died living with her oldest Gaughter Inez and the third 
oldest son Samuel ,but at 75 I am poor otd broke down worn out old 
fellow scarcely able to earn my bread.tie are a Boptisit 
family Wife was,and all the cjildren.

My grandfather, Alijah Addison, moved his wife, and five girts 
pTromecancas er District ,s.C.,in 1856... He bived to be’ 33. His wite 
lived to be 75.His oldest son,Thomas ,dited in S.C.at the age of 15 
His next oldest, Henry died in the war at 32.William({(the once tax 
@ssessor and cotlector}sat 64.Sue at 29.fhe others are still tiv- 
ing.Minter is 83, Mary 81,Elizabeth 77,Nancy 74,Bevelly 72, Moses 
68,and Mat 60,making their ages combined 536.Five of them Minter, 
Mary Elizabeth,Nancy and Mat still tive in the same oltd jog house 
they bulid ishortliy tending from $.C. My father ,Bev,and Moses are 
the only ones ever married. Grandma lay on the bed 16 or 20 years 
rendered hetpless by a dose of turpentine given by physicians toa 
destroy tape worm. Aunt Mary has been an invalid al} her life.She 
can walk across the house by hotding to first one object,then an- 
other. They are al} very feeble, not able to cock and wash their 
clothes if it could be helped, but they make out some how.They do 
not tive in sight of any public road, or any other family,so they 
are very lonesome, seldom see any one except tittle Fannie, their 
niece who lives about haif a mile from them and goes every day te 
see if they are af} stil? living, end to do whatever she can for 
them. | 
They have a consolation in their knowledge of Jesus,and senxiously 
await the time when they can go to the beautiful mansion ready 
prepared for them. Uncle Mints thigh bone was shivered at one of 
the great battles,and he has suffered,and still suffers tremend— 
ousty.Once and a while a small ptece of the bone works its way 
out. He taught many schools after the war in various vacant huts, 
and churches and school houses. He generally got a tittte mite of 
public money and sometimes some of the patrons paid him something 
and some of them didn’t. He remembers some very funny incidents 
that occurred in those times when maybe he had had 30 or 40 
pupils, ranging from the age from 4 to 40 years gathered together 
in a 14x16 leg hut with a five foot wall,a door in one end,a win- 
dow about 15 inches square in one side and a six foot fireplace 
at the other end,above which was a log,stick and clay pen reach- 
ing to the top of the hut and called chimney. Most of us smal} 
kids stood up in the fireplace in the winter time and once George 
Cauthen stood there so long that the back part of his pants was 
overcome by heat, and disappeared. His father promised to patch 
them with leather. You know people made tleather at home then and 
many made shoes too. I have a few pair myself. Have got tan bark. 
Helped Grand Pappy Jones put hides in soak,take them up and hack 
them,put them in line,flesh and hair them,put them back in water 
to soak the time out, wash them and put them tn tan to stay till 
frost, except to air them. He dug his ten trough in a tog with an 
adze. Have atso helped shear sheep,burr the wool,wash,card,spin, 
hank,ree} and quid] it.And gather dye stuff,such as walnut leaves 
green walnuts,oak—-bark,maple bark,indigo and ect. The way ma made 
Clo tit. "she used factory thread wrap and sheeps-wool thread for 
filling; And in those my love songs harp to some sweet maiden

I was born Feb.189,1831 in Montgomery county 206 miles from Mont 
gomery.1I was the daughter of James Johnson and he died when I was 
a child. I have seen a great many deer in sight of the old home. 
When I was about 12 or 15 years old my mother moved to Coffee 
count,10 miles from Elba, where we lived until I wes married in 
1858 the 20th of July to the late Stantey Hall, better known as 
Ben Hal?t,who died March 11,1915.We had born to our union 10 child 
ren 7? of which were living. I have 56 grandchildren and 60 great 
gGrandchildren.I have seen harder times than we have now.My hus- 
band went to the Confederate War. I planted and made corn, peas, 
potatoes and cane and looked after my smal? chiltdren.I plowed at} 
day and spun what we called a cut of thread.I made ail the cioths 
thet we wore and also bed clothing.I made one trip to the prair- 
jes near Montgomery from Coffee county in an ox wagon after corn. 
The average woman of today don't know anything about hard times.!I 
had to work all day and part of the night.Piow al? day and card 
and spin half. the night. I have never joined any church but the 
Lord has wonderfully blessed me. I have been very stout. I am 84 
years old and can get around tn the house fairly well.I am living 
alone but some of my grandchildren stay with me at night. I am 
just waiting for the good Lord to cal} me from this world of woe.
